| Concord, N. H., March 4, 1925. 
Carroll County Convention met immediately after 
the afternoon session in Room 110. All members 
were present except Mr. Charles, Mr. Hunter, Mr. 
Currier and Mr. Williamson. The minutes of the 
previous meeting, held at Ossipee, were read and ap- 
proved. Mr. Russell, County Farm Agent, made brief 
remarks. He said that while the Farm Bureau was 
not asking for any increase for the next two years, 
nevertheless an increase could be used to good ad- 
vantage. He encouraged House Joint Resolution No. 
60 now before the Appropriation Committee. 
The Convention then went into executive session. 
Mr. Coolidge’s motion that $48,000.00 be raised and 
appropriated for each of the next two years and that 
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of this amount $200.00 be paid each year to the 
Trustees of the County Library at Sanbornville and as 
much of $800.00 for each of the two years as will be 
necessary be used for indexing the Register of Deeds 
records at Ossipee and that $47,000.00 be given the 
Commissioners for each of the two years as per their 
Budget, was unanimously voted. It was voted to in- 
struct the Commissioners to attend to the following 
changes and repairs at the County Farm AT ONCE: 
To have the attic windows, that lead-onto the fire 
escape, hinged as doors, equipped with wired glass 
and be made flush with the floor, to have new water 
pipe installed to replace the rusty sections, to have 
a shower bath installed in the jail room, to have all 
the fire hose placed on a shelf (or arranged in a 
better manner) so that it may be quickly and con- 
veniently operated in case of fire. 

The following votes were unanimous: To extend 
a vote of thanks to Mr. Mason and wife of the County 
Farm for the courteous treatment and excellent dinner 
that was received by the Delegation; to pay Carroll 
County Farm Bureau $3600.00 for each of the next two 
years. 

It was then voted to adjourn.

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COUNTY SOLICITOR’S REPORT 


To the County Commissioners: 


As County Solicitor I herewith submit the sub- 
joined report of the work of my office for the year 
1925: 

At the May term there were found five indict- 
ments. One for embezzlement of town funds, and 
upon a plea of guilty the respondent was sentenced to 
State Prison for a year and a day, suspended during 
good behavior. One indictment for practicing 
medicine without a license, and upon a plea of guilty 
the respondent was sentenced to pay a fine of $25, 
which was suspended so long as the respondent does 
not practice medicine illegally. One indictment for 
breaking and entering in day time, with sentence of 
year and a day in state prison, suspended during good 
behavior. The other indictments upon pleas of guilty 
were disposed of by suspended sentences. 

At the October term there were found four in- 
dictments and two appeal cases from Municipal Courts 
were disposed of. The manslaughter indictment upon 
a plea of guilty, the respondent was sentenced to state 
prison for three to five years. The other indictments 
were continued. 

The case of Mann, a prisoner who lost a leg while 
being employed cutting up ensilage, which is entered 
in Strafford County, has been demurred to and will 
be transferred to the Supreme Court. While we feel 
- that there is no liability on the part of the County, 
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we have endeavored to adjust it with Mann’s attorneys 
but without success. 

The report shows a small part of the work done 
by the Solicitor and the Sheriffs for while crime is not 
on the increase in the County there are many calls for 
the service of the Solicitor and the officers. Many 
cases are finally disposed of in the Municipal courts 
and of this we make no detailed report. There have 
been quite a few non-support cases disposed of with 
good results. The violations of the liquor law are 
going on all the while but not as frequent as in years 
past. 

I wish to commend Sheriff Dinsmore and his 
efficient deputies for their zeal in the enforcement of 
the law. They are efficient and Carroll County is to be 
complimented upon their good work. .
